Croieh  had  porchaaaid  fM  tha  numleip«l 
station  and  charged  U  up  to  the  murdclpallty  his 
right  to  fit  at  fieeve  rould  not  have  been  quea- 
fekmad.  Ajp^areatly  thm  h*  mmld  not  haT«  en- 
tered into  a  contract  with  thr  municipality. 
.  In  ahort,  however,  becauae  pf  this  differenoe 
ivhleh  renders  one  eoum  of  action  wrong  and 
the  other  right,  Mr.  Crouch  has  resigned  as 
Reeve.  Uls  supporters,  and  they  are  many,  wU^ 
regret  his  dlaappearaaee'  for  the  tttne  belng>from 
Saanich  municipal  affairs.  DurlnK  the  past  four 
years  Mr.  Crouch  has  proved  hUnseiX  an  admin- 
istrator of  high  worth.  He  has  been  progressive, 
straightforward  and  eagerly  on  the  lookout 
always  for  the  promoMon  of  measures  which 
would  benefit  Saanich.  He  Is  a  staunch  and 
true  friend  with  an  alert  mind,  good  Judgment 
and  enthusiasm  tempered  with  vision.  Under 
his  administration  Saanich  has  made  greater 
advances  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  He  has 
been  not  only  the  guardian  of  the  municipality's 
Interests,  but  an  architect  of  its  fortunes,  and 
he  goes  from  office  with  t.  fidence  of  the 
entire  public,  who  are  assured  ol  the  rectitude  oX 
his  course. 

Saanich  will  be  the  loser  by  the  relinquish- 
maHL  of  the  office  of  Reeve  by  Mr.  Crouch. 
Uore  especially  will  the  appreciation  to  which 
ha  ii  mtitled  be  tendered  to  him  at  this  time 
bf  of  the  circumstances  under  which  he 

haa  resigned.  In  his  letter  to  the  Council  he 
lays  that  iM  lias  "practically  devoted  all  his  time 
and  ability  to  the  intere.^ts  of  the  municipality." 
No  one  who  has  followed  affairs  in  Saanich  can 
douM  UUs.  hal  glten  of  his  services  in  full 
measun,  and  the  results  that  have  inured  have 
Wfitlt  progress.  That  is  the  best  testimony  to 
Mr.  Orbueh's  aUllty  and  to  his  devotion  to  the 
service  of  his  municipality.  The  hope  will  be 
expressed  on  every  hand  that  he  wlU  seek  mu- 
nicipal Off  ice  again,  lion  of  hit  type  are  always 
IB  demand. 


It  is  merltiilile  that  legislation  will  be  again 
souifht  at  tha  earning  teatlmi  of  the  Legislature 

to  establl.'^h  the  status  of  chiropractors  and 
drugleas  healers.  It  is  possible  that  more  than 
one  wn  on  tha  subject  wUl  oono  before  the 
House.  In  that  case  there  will  be  a  conflict  of 
ideas,  with  a  likelihood  that,  as  in  the  past, 
nothlaff'jrDl  be  done. 

A.s  an  boteome  of  the  last  session  of  the 
LegislaUirA  a  promise  was  made  that  a  commis- 
sion, or  board  of  inquiry,  would  be  appointed  to^ 
make  an  investigation  and  recommendations  as 
to  the  most  desirable  legislation  that  would  inure 
In  the  most  satisfactory  way  to  the  health  of  tha 
province.  This  would  be  the  course  to  foOopr, 
with  the  commission  consisting  of  a  Judge  ot 
the  Supreme  Court  whose  recommendations 
could  be  depended  on  to  be  absolutely  Impartial 
on  the  basis  of  the  evidence  offered.  Unless  a 
course  of  this  character  is  followed  it  Is  difficult 
to  conceive  of  a  Bill  which  will  be  satisfactory  to 
the  I<egislature.  In  any  case  a  measure  of  this 
character,  so  vitally  affecting  the  health  of  the 
province,  should  be  sanctioned  by  the  Provincial 
Medical  Health  Officer  and  Introduced  and  ap- 
prored  by  the  Government  Itself. 

A  SEAT LA^£  BASK 


It  was  certain  from  the  beginning  that  oppo- 
sition would  develop  to  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  seaplane  base  at  the  harbor  entrance. 
That  opposition  has  not  been  mitigated  In  any 
way  by  the  arguments  advanced  by  the  pro- 
ponents of  the  scheme.  After  all,  the  main 
consideration  is  that  a  seaplane  base  should  be 
so  situated  that  machines  taking  off  and  land- 
ing will  be  wholly  out  of  the  track  ol  steamers 
and  other  sea  craft.  That  would  not  bt  the  case 
at  the  entrance  to  Victoria  Harbor. .  flafety  is 
the  first  essential  to  be  considered. 

The  probability  Is  that  since  the  'taatter  has 
been  taken  up  directly  by  the  steam-ihlp  com- 
'panles  with  the  Federal  Government  that  a  sea- 
plane base  may  be  prohibited  at  the  location 
chosen.  Insurance  companies,  who  deal  witii 
aerial  and  marine  risks,  could  not  view  such  a 
harbor  ba.se  as  Is  proposed  WlA  equanimity.  The 
Federal  Government  has  a  responsibility  for  the 
safety  of  life,  limb  and  property,  and  cannot 
afford  to  permit  any  risks  to  be  taken.  In  addi- 
tion, it  is  not  a  pleasant  contemplation  for  the 
traveling  public  to  entertain  fears  regarding  the 
safety  of  any  method  of  travel  adopted. 

ITndrr  the  circumstances  those  interested  In 
providing  a  seaplane  base  at  this  port  should 
N?lsw  the  situation,  and  any  new  plans  should 
eentlder  the  conjunction  of  land  and  sea 
bases  which  can  be  established  permanently,  as 
U  being  done  in  ti^e  ca.<^e  of  Sea  Island,  near 
Vancouver.  That  is  thr  IokIcrI  dtvalopment 
Objections  in  varying  degrees  h«?e  alao  been 
raised  to  the  Lansdowne  Road  fMd  being  utUted 
for  an  aerial  base.  It  has  an  ti-  d' mi  »od  .iriv  i;; 
tage  In  being  close  In,  but  It  hsm  other  disad- 
vantages, and  one  of  the  most  tenom  it  the 
effev  t  It  would  have  in  *f*^^^T:f  the  valttt  Of 
surrounding  property.

The  name  of  the  wfHrk  was 
"The  Wlada|n  of  Father  Br0«ar<*-U 
is  so  long  smce  we  read  the  beok 
that  tbe  name  of  tiie  man  whoae 
wisdom  it  was  written  about  had 
temporarily  slipped  from  our  mem- 
ory,  but  admirers  of  the  genius  of 
Mr  Chesterton  would  have  recol- 
lected raadtly  the  nsae  %rhlch  had 
slipped  from  our  memory.  We  were 
puzsled  when  we  read  the  book  as  to 
the  partiea&tfs  m  which  Father 
Brown  displayed  his  wisdom,  and 
axe  puztled  about  thoee  particulars 
yet,  whkh  Is  ast  an  unosnsl  thing 
In  connection  with  the  paradoxical 
writings  of  Mr.  Chestertoo.

ithen  we  read  this  morning  that 
the  price  of  whpnt  on  the  Winnipeg 
market  liad  lalieu  to  the  lowest 
point  fflf  many  years,  we  thought  of 
the  mysterious  wisdom  of  Father 
BymrH  mill  ixninedlately  a&bocialcd 
It  wtth  the  mirie  Wheat  Pool. 
Some  months  ago  when  the  orderly 
marlcetlng  policy  of  the  Wheat  Pool 
was  betaw  eologtasd  by  ahnast  ew- 
body,  and  criticised  by  a  few  daring 
souls,  we  wrote  an  article  question- 
ing the  wisdom  of  tbe  directors  of 
the  Pool  and  the  capacity  of  the 
Pool  to  control  the  grain  markets  of 
the  world  by  the  simple  expedient 
of  withholding  the  crops  of  the 
Prairies  from  the  market  and  regu- 
lating the  supply  in  aocordanoe  with 
thedsnaad. 

We  suggested  that  a  standard 

price  of  $2  a  bushel  could  not  be 
maintained  for  wheat,  because 
priees  were  not  normal  prloss,  and 
that  high  prices  must  Mmu- 
late  the  production  ol  wheat  in 
other  eonmnes,  and  that  as  the  re- 
sult of  competition  in  prices  from 
other  countries  the  Wheat  Pool 
might  be  left  with  large  stares  of 
gram  upon  its  liands.  The  Wheat 
Pool  actually  has  been  left  with 
about  two  crops  of  grain  upon  its 
hands,  li  mariBStlng  ita  stores  of 
wheat  under  the  compulsion  of  eco- 
nomic circumstances,  and  the  price 
of  whsat  is  probably  the  lowest  in 
the  history  o(  the  grato  autfkat  to 
Wlrmlpeg.

We  further  pointed  out  that  wliUe 
the  ulthnate  result  of  ths  speeola- 
tlon  of  the  Wheat  Pool  might  be 
bad  for  the  grain  growers,  the  Im- 
medUte  result  must  be  worse  foe  the 
general  biislness  of  Canada.  The 
biislness  of  the  transportation  com- 
panies was  adversely  affected  im- 
mediately, thousands  of  the  em- 
ployees of  thoss  companies  were 
thrown  out  of  employment,  and 
thousands  of  dollars  to  vagss  which 
normally  would  have  been  put  In 
circtilatlon  for  the  stimulation  of 
general  bustaiess  lay  idle  to  the  oof- 
frr.";  ot  the  banks  Wp  remember 
writing  that  article,  because  after 
the  publleatlon  of  U  to  nw  Oehmist^ 

we  received  a  letter  from  the  editor 
Of  a  Prairie  newspaper  asking  per- 
mission t9  publish  It  beeauss  he  be- 
lieved if  it  were  printed  and  circu- 
lated amongst  those  directly  tater* 
ested  It  might  have  a  feed  effeet

The  moral  of  tbe  story  of  Father 
Brewn  may  not  be  readUy  disoehied. 
but  the'  moral  of  the  hlst-ory  of  the 
business  of  'the  Wheat  Pool  la  ob- 
vleuS:  ind  the  lessen  ef  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Whfa'  1  while  It  has 
proved  costly,  ma>  be  learned  with 
proAt.  Hie  experiment  of  the 
Wheat  Pool  certainly  did  not  pro- 
duce tbe  business  depression.  St  pres- 
ent prevailing  throughout  Canada 
as  well  as  throughout  the  lest  of 
the  world,  but  just  as  certainly  it  did 
not  reNeve  the  dspiesslen  and  It 
may  have  aggravated  the  depres- 
sion. But  there  is  something  to  be 
said  In  explanation  of  tlie  p<^ey  of 
the  Pool  if  not  actually  In  defence 
Of  that  policy.  The  management  of 
the  Pool  believed  that  its  poUcy  was 
to  the  best  toteresU  of  ths  wheat 
growers  and  that  whatever  was  In 
the  belt  totsresto  oC  the  wheat 
grow«s  #ss  to  the  best  toterests  of 
the  general  business  of  Canada. 
The  Pool  considered  its  policy  a 
legfttomta  spseulaHon.  but.  Uke 

manv  other  Rpeculatlons  which  were 
ooQSldered  leglOmate,  it  failed  of  its 
pufpsas.  and  now  there  isntthlhgto 
be  done  but  make  the  best  of  the 
circumstances  and  by  the  adoption 
of  slow  but  safe

The  bare  wastes  of  rock  and 
plain    with    Isolated  cultivated 

patches  through  'which  the  road 
runs  was  once  the  gladiatorial 
arena  of  the  Wazlrs  und  Mahsuds; 
feuds  nftd  banditry  were  rife,  cara- 
van   plundering    was    a  common 

sport.  Now  tbe  raiders  to  many 
cases  have  turned  ttietar  hands  to 

honest  work  along  the  road. 

Temperatures  run  high  out  here, 
however;  lawlessne.ss  Is  In  the 
blood,  and  the  wilder  elements  are 
always  open  to  agitation.  An  irreg- 
ular force  of  scouts,  who  provide 
their  own  arms,  protect  the  road  to 
their  own  districts,  but  this  does 
not  mean  they  are  quite  tamed. 

If  ttie  dust  and  dirt  be  ignored, 
the  Provinces  present  picturesque 
aspects.  Dera  Ism»i  >  Khan,  where 
the  road  starts,  and  after  its  clr- 
eular  Journey  also  ends,  can  be 
reached  from  Attock.  on  the  Indus, 
by  native  beat  in  about  five  dajrs 
If  the  river  Is  docile;  If  the  waters 
are  swollen  then  the  trip  will  take 
seven  days  through  some  fine  and 
formidable  rapids  in  the  mountain 
gorges. 

Where  the  Kabul  River  joins  the 
Indus,  stands  a  historic  fortress 
built  by  Alkbar  In  l.-iTS  A  D  Hear- 
ing Dera  Ismael  Klian  splendid 
views  of  the  Suleiman  Range  of 
mountains  are  obtained,  while 
along  the  river  and  towards  the 
city  picturesque  parties  of  water 
carriers,  shepherds  with  flocks,  and 
camel  caravans,  enliven  a  seme- 
wiut  dusty  scene,  sometimes  so 
dusty  in  the  more  barren  sections 
that  the  picture  is  quite  blotted  out.

There  Is  a  cantonment  for  troops 
nt  Dera  Ismael  Khan,  but  the  town 
Is  dull  after  a  few  days,  though  In 
the  jungles  on  the  Indus  to  the 
north  there  are  wild  pig,  and  pig- 
sticking Is  good,  lively  sixn^.  The 
Jungle  is  dense,  and  ths  pigs  some- 
tianes  tjike  to  the  river,  where  there 
are  dangerous  quicksands  and  nasty 
scrub  nlong  the  banks  Ro  the 
sport  can  nlso  be  dangerous  Flo^lcs 
of  fat-tailed  sheep  (  ;op  tl.o  .sparse 
herbage  along  the  waysides  under 
the  shelter  of  the  trees,  and  wnni'^n 
carry  m  water,  across  the  plain,  to 
large  pots  on  donkeys. 

Caravans  resting  nt  v. afer  holes 
and  an  occasional  fclival  or  rnmel 
wedding  enll-,en  the  landMape. 
Wedding,*  are  picturesque  affairs, 
with  principals  and  participants  Hll 
decked  out  to  their  gala  robes  end 
wealth  of  smaments.  Ths  cbOftrsn. 
too.  are  toterestlag  hsrs  as  else- 
where. A  brlcht  crowd  streams  cut 
of  the  schools  established  by  the 
authorities,  and  clamoring  roimd 
the  masf.ers,  whom  they  t«lce  for 
good  friends,  are  lively  subjects  for 
plcture-makera. 

Getting  back  to  the  road,  to  the 
West  loom  up  thf  two  IdRy  peaks 

of  the  Takt-l-Buleiman,  the  high- 
est of  the  Sulelmnn  range,  at 
ll.rtno  feet,  which  from  time  to 
time  comes  Into  the  picture  along 
the  route  which  averages  about 
4,000  feet  above  sea  l*'vfl.  nnd  In 
one  spot  rises  to  7.000  fTt  The 
Countryiide,  liowever,  ls_  grtKrallv 
bare  and  somewhat  dlismal.  hut 
Rasmak  stands  to  the  midst  of  a 
green  plafii.  and  the  cliffs  of'Mar- 
obl  relieve  the  monotony

In  twelve  months  the  Soviet  sys- 
tem of  Russia  would  have  eeased  to 
exist  and  tb,/  world  mlRht  have  a 
chance  of  the  poace  .she  badly  needs 
and  eariie.stly  longs  for. 

Great  Britain,  whose  Interests  are 
so  spread  over  the  world  that  she  Is 
the  most  vnlnerable  of  all  nations 
to  saeh  an  attfsk.  iSMndd  be  the 
first  to  lead  the  way  to  such  a  movo. 
but,  "mirabOe  dictu,"  ft  Is  the  lead- 
ers of  the  present-day  BrltLih  Gov- 
ernment who  are  marching  hand -in- 
hand  with  their  comrades  of  the 
Soviet  Ooveroment  of  Russia  to-

Review  of  the  potato  marketing 
situation  In  the  province  for  the 
coming  month-s.  by  the  markets 
branch  of  the  Department  of  Agrl 
culture,  shows  that  there  Is  not 
likely  to  be  any  shortage  of  tubers 
this  year,  and  prices  are  expected  to 
hold  without  much  flucttwtlon. 

The  Interior  dry  belt  has  larger 
acreage  under  production,  but  the 
yield  will  be  .slightly  le.ss  per  acre 
than  In  1929,  while  the  aggregate 
crop  may  be  .somewhat  Increased 
On  the  Lower  Mainland  larger 
acreage  but  poorer  yields  than  last 
year  wlU  produce  the  same  approxi- 
mate tonnaga  of  tuben. 

One  feature  of  Interest  to  the 
producers  Is  that  importation  of 
po'atoes  from  the  We.slern  States 
will  be  efiicctively  curbed  by  reason 
of  the  duty  against  them.  Alberta 
potato  erofis  will  not  be  as  heavy  as 
at  flrst  Indicated. 

It  would  be  good  policy  for  farm- 
en  to  feed  the  market,  placing  only 
enough  In  storage  for  this  purpose 
the  markets  branch  reports,  after  a 
careful  survey  of  the  situation.

shara  tunHvor.  which  brought  the 
avoraffi  eleee  to  the  lows  estibit^hed 
last  movement. 

At  the  pre.sent  writing  i.,.m. 
been  a  sub.'^tant lal  rcrovery.  Induced 
partly  by  ccuering  on  the  part  of 
•in  rxtriuted  .short  interest  and 
partly  by  speculators  who  foal  that 
a  turn  about  in  tha  raaiiat  la  due, 
although  that  potot  magr  mod  aome 
further  elartfleatlon. 

The  loaning  of  call  money  below 
2  per  cent  brings  attention  to  the 
plentlfulness  of  money  for  short 
term  purpo.ses.  and  in  other  clr- 
cumstance.s  ml^ht  be  construed  as 
a  bullish  factor  In  the  stock  market. 
'  <  '  >  «r,  it  also  reflects  the  fact 
that  business  •otlvttgr  la  at  a  low 
«bb;  as  a  raaolt  ooounoreial  banks 
are  flndlnf  It  more  profitable  to 
put  thefar  money  in  long-term  bonds 
and  in  consequence  the  bond  market 
has  been  showing  marked  strength 
and  activity  In  contrast  to  Its 
record  of  the  past  few  years. 

A  leflection  of  the  situation  Is 
foinui  in  the  announcement  by 
seveiH!  Ml  the  leading  savings  banks 
in  New  York  CItgr  that  their  rates 
to  dapooltcra  aaa  to  be  reduced 
from  4^  to  4  per  cent.  Although 
the  law  permits  them  to  invest  a 
major  portion  or  their  funds  in 
real  estate  mortgages,  which  aver- 
age them  a  yield  of  5 ',4  per  cent, 
the  return  now  obtainable  on  the 
rest  of  their  funds  through  bonds 
coming  within  the  iMl  requltv- 
menu  dooi  noi  provMa  suffkslent 
total  margin  to  warrant  continua- 
tion of  the  4H  per  cent  rate  on 
deposits. 

Continued  softness  in  com- 
modities Is  still  vaxatlous  to  busi- 
nes.s  and  the  attempt  of  the  latter 
to  Rdiufit  itself  to  new  conditions 
probably  Is  a  fundamental  eauaa  for 
retardation  of  the  Stock  martnt 
although  the  vary  receiit  decline? 
are  ballavod  to  be  in  a  large  measure 
the  result  of  necessitous  selihig  by 
syndicate  groups.  The  chief  com- 
modities regl.st«ring  decMnes  have 
been  wheat,  rubber,  cotton  and  silk, 
also  copper  metal  wa.s  marked 
down  to  10  cents  a  pound,  which 
action  was  preceded  by  outs  In 
dividends  of  oonpar  companies, 
notably  Anaconda  to  |a.SO  annual 
rata  and  the  omission  of  dividend 
by  aone  others,  such  a*  Greene 
Cananea  and  Inspiration.  It  is, 
however,  well  to  point  out  at  this 
Juncture  that  the  heads  of  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company 
and  the  American  Commonwealth 
Power  Corpn.  have  advlaed  the 
purchasing  department  of  thair  M- 
spectlve  sutaBldlarles  that  to  thair 
opinion  the  pveeent  commodity 
levels  will  likely  constitute  the  low 
point,  and  thsy  have  directed  that 
materials  nnd  supplies  for  future 
use  be  contract  ».l   for  now. 

Among  the  special  features  of  this 
week  was  the  accession  of  O.  M.

Sir,— Not  since  the  days  of  the 
Russian  revolution  has  Russia  been 
so  much  on  the  lips  of  the  man  in 
the  street  aa  tha  topic  of  general 
conversation.  Never  has  the  sub- 
ject of  Itussla"  ngurcd  so  promi- 
nently on  the  front  pages  of  fl- 
n.inclal  and  economic  periodicals 
with  so  many  explanations  and  sug- 
gestions given 

In  the  face  of  a  world-wide  de- 
pression, unsettled  and  ttirbulent 
economic,  and  la  aome  eases  even 
polltloal  eondltiona    the  "Ruteian 
menace"  stands  out  as  all  the  more 
alarming  and  sinister  since  it  Is 
readily  understfH->d  tha!,  the  worse 
things    are.    the    l)etter    are  the 
chances  of  Soviet  Ru.ssla  to  achieve 
the  dream    of  the    Third  Inter- 
nationale.  There  are  a  great  deal 
of  aaaurinc  and  oomforting  atate 
manta  oomlat  from  authoriutivc 
sources  to  the  elTect  that  the  danger 
of  Russian  exports  and  attempts  to 
creat,e  chaotic  conditions  In  world 
trade  are  groiisly  exagerated.  Such 
Information  is  very  helpful,  if  cor- 
rect, and   will   prevent  hysterical 
shouting  and  the  feeling  of  being 
beaten  before  the  fight  begins.  On 
the  other  hand,  a  elaar  picture  of 
the  situation,  without  minimizing 
the    possible    danger,    should  be 
drawn,     especially     today  when 
public  opinion  is  easily  swayed  by 
various  Influences 

Without  delving  into  detail  as  to 
the  present  producing  capacity  of 
Russia  under  the  Soviet  system 
and  the  proUematical  success  of 
her  famoui  flva-jrear  plan,  let  ua 
try  to  anallie  to  what  extent  their 
dumping  practice  is  harmful.  Be- 
fore answering  thi5  question,  we 
must  find  out  if  she  really  ran 
throw  raw  material  on  the  world 
markets,  which  will  be  hard  to 
counteract  through  tariffs.  For  In- 
atance.  Canada  can  shut  out  the 
Imports  of  Russian  coal,  but  she 
cant  pravaat  the  dumptag  of  wheat 
la  Umpool  or  Ohloago  against  her 
own  oxporta).  That  Ruaala  Is  fac- 
ing a  Winter  of  wheat  shortage  in 
a  number  of  districts  is  quite  con- 
ceivable, but  that  on  the  other 
'  nnd  .she  has  a  con.slderable 
Ml  of  wheat  ready  to  be 
'i  pped  tiuough  the  Black  Sea 
ports  Is  also  qnlta  true.  Her  agri- 
cultural area  U  one  of  the  larg«t 
in  the  world,  and  in  spite  of  the 
•r^'ihle  the  Government  Is  expert

Elephant  stealing  Is  on  the  increase 
In  Ceylon.  It  ia  seldom  that  the 
Mahouta  endeavor  to  adl  the  beasts, 

owing  to  the  difficulties  of  obtain- 
ing the  necessary  documents  or  I 
bills  nf  .s.ilc.  hut  instead  the  keepers 
take  the  stolen  animal  to  some  re- 
mote part  nf  cajlon  and  hire  out 
their  services. 

Elephants  are  In  great  demand 
here  on  the  farm  and  in  the  forest 
where  they  are  used  for  dragging 
baulks  ot  timber  down  the  hills. 
A  big  elephant  appears  to  like  the 
heavy  work  in  the  logging  camps. 
Dragging  a  little  native  plough  over 
a  field  all  day  seems  beneath  hlr 
dignity  and  humiliates  him.  but  In 
piling  lumber  where  he  has  to  use 
his  brain  he  Is  a  much  more  willing 
worker.
